A map of the province of north Holland, 
made 300 years ago, shows a large net-work 
of marshy land, protected from the North 
sea by a raDge of sand-hills, and incloiing 
wilbin its meshes vast bodies of navigable 
water—the mere outline of a country entirely 
unpromising for habitation and afflicted with 
moit rigorous climate. This whole prov­ 
ince ia now a smiling, fertile land, busy with 
every form of industry, and one of the great 
centers of the world's prosperous a«tivity. In 
a few years, when works now in hand shall be 
completed, there will remain no water within 
its wide boundaries, save iu the embanked 
canals, where, high above the level of tho 
fields, the lifted waters flow to the sea aud 
allord channels for the vast commerce of the 
country. Arrangements are already bein 
made for the drainage of the Zuyder-Zee, a 
work which will cost over $59,000,000, and 
which will take twelve years for its prepara 
tiou alone. When the enormous dike shall 
have been built and new channels «hall have 
been made Tor the rivers which flow into it, it 
will take the sixty-throe enormous steam- 
engines several years (working night and day) 
t^pump out its water, which has an area of 
50,000 acres and an average deptli of about 
ten feet. A survey has been made of the 
whole bottom, and the plau of improvement 
includes the division of the laud aud the con­ 
struction of the canals (for drainage aud for 
communication) which are to serve the future 
g e n e ra tio n s who are to inhabit it.—Corres-

What is left of the old anti-slavery war- 
horses have lately held a memorial confab in 
Chicago. Or, to put the case (as we ought 
to dol, more reverently, the remnant of the 
ancient friends of freedom have just concluded 
a love-feast of reminiscences in the lake city. 
Only a small minority were present, the mass 
having crossed the Ohio of death into the land 
of eternal liberty. Questionless their exult­ 
ant souls hovered above the little gntherin 
in whose former struggles they participated, 
if it so happen that disembodied spirits know 
aught of what transpires on earth. The ses 
aion, as we have already hinted, was given up 
chiefly to recollections of the tight against the 
peculiar institution when to oppose it involved 
risks and troubles not easily comprehended 
by the generation now ou the stage. The 
anti-slavery movement in western New York 
was first organized in 1835 in the city of 
Utica. Mob violence was threatened and em­ 
ployed to intimidate the Spartan baud assem­ 
bled to formulate the sentiment against slavery 
at that time and place, but failed to frighten 
the bold men, who had not entered into the 
battle without counting the cost. The con­ 
stitution of the new party was read by Gerritt 
Smith and adopted amid a hurricane of yells 
and missihs from the whiskey-drinking mob 
which surrounded the old church with a view 
to disperse the convention. From that hour 
the decisive point was passed and the cause 
of anti-slavery steadily gained adherents 
among the best and purest men in the state. 
It went on to conquer -suilering everything, 
but abating nothiug of its unity nor its de­ 
mands upon the nation. How it finally swept 
the field we all know, aud to-day, when the 
then hated creed prevails to the gulf and be­ 
tween the oceans, the story of its early tribu­ 
lations reads like the tale of ¿i dream. Rest 
to the brave souls that passed away before 
the victory was fully won, and green laurels to 
the last upon the foreheads of those who lin­ 
ger a moment still, to clasp congratulatory 
hands over the harvest ot good which grew 
in the furrows they ploughed some forty 
years ago.

Rome, June 12.—The Americau pilgrims 
and leading members of the Society for Pro­ 
motion of Catholic Interests in the United 
States met to-day at the palace of Cardinal 
Borrotneo. The Cardinal made an address 
praising the pilgrims for their zeal and cour­ 
age, and distributed certificates of member­ 
ship of the Society. Prince Lancilotti wel­ 
comed the new members aud Bishop Devin- 
ger returned thanks. The pilgrims have pre­ 
sented the Pope with $100,000 in money, be­ 
sides a cofter of gold nuggets from American 
mines. They leave Rome on the 20th iust. 


F R A N C K . 
D is g r a c e fu l Scene*. 
P ari», June 12.—The scenes of yesterday 
wete literally repeated at-the western depot 
to-day at the time of departure of the par­ 
liamentary traiu for Versailles. The populace 
agaiu assembled iu large numbers and Depu­ 
ties to the Assembly were respectively insulted 
and cheered. The police once more dispersed 
the rioters aud took twelve of the more vio­ 
lent into custody. Four of the arrested parties 
were released after they had been identified 
and the rest were committed for trial. So 
threatening was the demonstration that 
body of troops was ordered to the station and 
aided the polico in maintaining order. Ar- 
mand Adam, brother to the Deputy of that 
name, and Sputter, brother to the publisher 
of Le Republique Fruncaise, a -radical repub­ 
lican journal, were among those arrested. 
The government has suspended publication 
of Le Pays and Le Rappel, radical republi­ 
can, and Le Dix Neuverno Siede, conserva­ 
tive republican organs, fora fortnight because 
of violent attacks upon its policy. 
The government has resolved in admiten to 
the temporary suspension of Le Pays to com­ 
mence proceedings against its proprietors for 
violation of press laws. 
D ou ’t S care W orth a C ent. 
Paul de Cassagnae, editor of Le Pays, re­ 
plies in that journal to-day to the demand of 
Schoclcher and Testelin, wtio were delegated 
by the republicans to demand armed repara 
tion for his article attacking members of the 
Left. He says therein that lie assailed Gam 
betta and other Deputies, but not Clemenceau, 
who is not therefore entitled to reparation; 
but, says de Cas3agnac, if Clemenceau wants 
a personal quarrel he can have it. De Cas- 
sagnac says he particularly wishes to light 
Gambetta, aud adds that nine members of the 
editorial stall of Le Pays are willing to fight 
niue of the republican Deputies, and will draw 
lots for choice of adversaries and of arms.

Death of a Railroad Man. 
A lbany, June 12.—Thomas L. Green, Sup­ 
erintendent of the Boston A Albany Railroad, 
is dead. 
Work on the New Capitol 
building will be resumed Monday. There is 
no money in the State Treasury to meet the 
appropriation, but tlie Commercial Bank of 
this city has consented to advance the neces­ 
sary amount until it can be raised by tax, at 
the rate of interest which it pays the stale for 
moneys ou deposit.

Verdict for Plaintiff. 
P oughkeepsie, June 12.—The first civil 
damage case in the Supreme Court of New 
York was tried in this city before Judge Bar­ 
nard to-day.

The Crisis Passed. 
Columbus, O., June 12.—A dispatch receiv­ 
ed from the Adjutant General at Nelsonville 
says that the crisis is passed and orders the 
dismissal of the “ Lyttle Guards ” from active 
duty. 
N egroes D e se rtin g . 
Columbus, O., June 12.—A dispatch from 
Nelsonville says that at daylight the union 
miners’ pickets were not visible, and soon 
after a party numberiug abput 100 collected 
near the colored forces. Care was taken to 
keep the main body of negroes out of hearing. 
The strikers conversed with the negroes and 
urged them to join the union. The guards 
were doubled. Three negroes walked up to 
the guards, presented their revolvers and 
walked over to the unionists. 
Whenever 
the guards endeavored to press back 
the colored miners the strikers urged them 
more vehemently to desert. Secretary Putuam 
and Sheriff Warren advised putting the main 
body at work and leaving the smaller number 
for guards, and efforts were made to put 60 
men into the mines. At this time 800 strikers, 
with a brass band, approached and were met 
by Messrs. Putnam and Warren and restrained 
from proceeding further. Mr. Putnam ex­ 
pressed confidence to the operators in his abil­ 
ity to control the strikers and his disbelief in 
the fears of violence. In the meuntim.*, the 
miners’ committee approached the line aud 
one of their number commensed a speech. 
The excitement among the negroes was very 
great. They crowded down to the lines and 
a general stampede was imminent. Efforts 
were made to restrain them, but some 30 or 
40 in 3mall squads deserted. 
A u In g e n io u s T ric k . 
Several efforts were made to checK deser­ 
tions, the mo3t successful of which was the 
singing by loyal negroes of various pieces 
familiar to negroes, thus drowning the voices 
of speakers on the other side. 
The military at Ciuclimati, Athens and 
Chillicothe have been ordered off duty, but 
with instructions to be ready to start for Nel- 
sonville if needed on a moment’s notice.

U N I T E D S T A T E S C O N G U E S S . 
SE N A T E . 
Washington, June 12. 
The CHAIR (Ingalls) announced that the 
question was upon agreeing to the report of 
the Comniitteo of Confereuce. 
Mr. STEWART took the floor md proceeded 
to oppose the bill as perfected by the com­ 
mittees and said the producer of the country 
.vas now being robbed by the printing 
machine in making greenbacks. He did not 
favor any compromise, and said the bill was 
in the interest of expansion. It was so framed 
that no one would understand it, and it would 
cost millions and millions of dollars to inter­ 
pret it, as all kinds of constructions would be 
put upon it. lie opposed the eighth section 
of the bill in regard to redemption of legal 
tenders in bonds in 1878, and said it would be 
fur better to fix the time for redemption in 
1890, and then return to actual specie pay­ 
ment and not redeem in bonds. 
The report of the Conference Committee on 
the Currency Bill was agreed to—yeas 32, 
nays 23. 
Mr. CARPENTER, from the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, reported favorably on the bill to de­ 
termine the jurisdiction of the Circuit Courts 
of the United States, and to regulate the re­ 
moval of causes from state courts and for 
other purposes. Placed on calendar. 
The Senate at 4:35 went into executive ses­ 
sion, and ufter a short time adjourned until 
to-morrow. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. NICLACK regarded the effort ut civil 
service reform as a complete and total failure, 
because instead of giving clerks and other 
subordinates some sort of tenure of office, it 
simply embarrassed the President in making 
his appointments. 
Mr. POTTER of New York agreed with 
Niblack as to the failure of the experiment, 
lie believed that the evils in the civil service 
were the necessary result of the existing con­ 
dition of things, and that they would not be 
remedied without a change in the Constitution 
which would localize appointments and thus 
aid in the centralization of power. 
Mr. GARFIELD, Chairman of the Com­ 
mittee on Appropriations, said the question 
was not whether civil service examination 
was wise or just and the best thing that could 
be done. 
It was whether the government 
would any longer try to do anything to better 
the civil service. He hoped the gentleman 
would make that issue fair and square, aud 
would meet it. If no further efiort was to be 
made, if the whole matter was to b? aban­ 
doned, let it be said that it was plain and 
square work. If it was proposed to return to 
ttie old Democratic system and regard the 
70,000 or 80,000 offices as so many pawns, to 
be played with iu politic?, to be traded and 
made merchandise of, let that be openly said 
and defended; but if, on the contrary, it was 
believed that public offices were made for the 
service of the nation and not for party perqui­ 
sites, then the experiment should *be con­ 
tinued in order to see whether thero was any 
way by which the great national shame could 
be at least in part abated. 
Mr. LAWRENCE of Ohio made another ef­ 
fort to get an amendment for a bill or plan 
for reorganizing all the departments of the 
government so as to equalize salaries, and to 
reduce as far as practicable the expenses and 
increase the efficiency therof; but on a point 
of order made by Butler of Massachusetts it 
was excluded. 
Kellogg’s amendment, appropriating $25,- 
000 to euable the President to continue the 
work of the civil service commission, was re 
jected—48 to 108. 
The appropriation of $70,000 for Gatling 
guns for fortifications was stricken out after 
some discussion, in course of which Cox got 
in a little speech on Cuban belligerency. He 
declared the CoiumitLee on Foreign Affairs 
would do nothing in the matter and there was 
no use in Cuban sympathizers crowding the 
House and gettin" up newspaper articles.— 
They might as well stop that thing, and the 
colored brethren who looked to Congress or 
the administration for the freedom of their 
race iu Cuba might as well take notice and 
govern themselves accordingly in the next 
election. (Laughter). 
On motion of Mr. WHEELER of New York 
a paragrapli was inserted doclaring the north­ 
ern part of Woodlawn Cemetery at Elmira, 
N. Y., occupied by soldiers’ graves a national 
cemetery, so far a3 concerns the renewal and 
care of soldiers’ headstones and graves. 
Ou motion of Mr. COBURN an appropria­ 
tion of $15,000 was made to begin the publi­ 
cation of the official records of the war of re­ 
bellion, both of the Union and Confederate 
armies. Having disposed oí thirty-nine of the 
fifty-four pages of the bill the committee rose. 
Mr. MAYNARD of Tennessee gave notice 
that lie would seek the floor at 12 o’clock to­ 
morrow to make a conference report on the 
currency bill. 
The House adjourned.

A lexjndkr Ux DRU hi ll testified that Fre­ 
ligh came in Taylor's saloon aud flourished 
the pistol over the boy's bead, and said he 
would take his undo* life; he told me several 
times he would take the life of Lawless. 
Cross-Examined—I had 
a 
conversation 
with Lawless this morning; don’t remember 
what I said lo bim; I have often been out on 
sprees with Freligh; be had a double-barreled 
pistol once, aud in shooting at a mark came 
near shooting me; both barrels would go of! 
at once. 
E dward Cole testified—Before the shoot­ 
ing afiray I heard Freligh say this pistol was a 
two-barrel; he had both barrels cocked nud 
pointed at my breast; said he meant to take 
the lift* of Michael I.. Lawless; it was a dou­ 
ble-barreled pistol. 
('toss-Kenm intd—I have uot worked at 
anything since Inst July; I formerly worked 
for Taylor; can’t tell when this conversation 
aliout the pistol took place; Freligh had been 
drinking that morning; it was a long time 
ago and it has partially pasted out of my 
memory. 
Mart G allaciukk testified that our day 
Freligh wauled to shoot Lawless, and didn’t 
shoot him because the pistol wan rusty} he oc­ 
cupied one part of my boas* 
the reason I 
heard it; don’t know when It was. 
( 'ross-Eeanrt>4d~-l turn* gone by the nane 
of Mrs. Newkirk; lived with a man by the 
name of Newkirk; was never married to him; 
my name is Gallagher now; Newkirk had a 
wife at tho time I lived with him; he didn't 
live with his wife. 
Winnie MuRPimeatifled to the threats made 
against Mike Lawless by Freligh; that he said 
he would show Mike Lawless what be could 
do. 
At tho time he \va3 talking about Tay­ 
lor. 
J ohn Bright testified—Freligh had a two- 
barrelcd pistol,aud said, “ this is the thing that 
will fetch that two dollars." 
Wituess then 
walked out; he heard be had been cleaning a 
Cistern of Law less, and Lawless owed him $2. 
J ohn Taylor, brolber-in-law of Lawless 
testified—Freligh came In bis place with a 
two-barreled pistol, and auld be wanted to kill 
Mikq Lawless; that lie put the pistol around 
witness’ face; when Lawless ran after Freligh 
I couldn’t swear whether I struck him or not. 
Cross-Examined— Freligh has sued me in 
the Supreme Court for striking him; I went 
over aud saw George aud took some oranges 
with mc; ho had frequented my place a num­ 
ber of years; tho day of the occurrence I 
didn't see anything of a pistol in tho hands of 
Freligh. 
Charles P almer testified that he saw Fre­ 
ligh near tile butcher shop asing hard lan­ 
guage; Freligh was quite drunk at the time.

Cross Exam ined—I know Mary L. Brady. 
Mr. Fowler asked him if be bad ever told 
Mary Brady that he kuew nothing ubout the 
case, when witness became very much con­ 
fused, and said “ What has that to do with 
the case?”

Counsel for the prosecution offered to show 
Ibat-tliis witness, at the solicitation of Law 
less, iud cut tlie m ane and tail off the horse 
of Wm. V. V. Phelps. 
It was objected to and 
ruled out. 
The defence then rested their case. 
The prosecution recalled H e n r y C. T u h c k 
—When Lawless shot the first time he stood 
up on his feet; the pistol did not go off when 
he fell. 


I r a P u l t z culled aud sworn—Am a cooper 
by trade; saw the first of the shooting; when 
the first shot was fired Lawless was standing 
up facing Freligh. 
Cross-Examined—k l the time the shot was 
fired I was at the window watching them. 
Tile case was then closed, when F. L 
Westbrook summed up for the defence and 
Charles A. Fowler for the prosecution. 
In the summing up both counsol did extra 
ordinarily well and made powerful and impres 
sive speeches, occupying in all nearly five 
hours. The Jadge then charged the jury,w hen 
they retired. 
No. 91, llachel Jane Harp vs. A braham 
Bees, was then taken up and tried.

SESSIONS. 
Ju d g e W illiam L aw to n , P residing. 
THE LAWLESS CASE CONTINUED. 
On Friday morning the case of The People 
vs. Michael Lawless was coatinued on the 
part of the defence. The first witness called 
was 
J ames K enny—I reside in Saugerties; I 
know Lawless and was at his place in May, 
1873; while I was there Freligh came in; Uu- 
derhill called for a glass of beer and Lawless 
refused; Freligh asked why he refused it, wben 
Mike said he was drunk enough; after this 
Freligh and Mike clitiched; George struck 
him; the door was opened and George ran 
out; Mike threw out his hat, when George 
called him an Irish son of a b—; he again 
called him an Irish son of a b—, and said if 
he would como out he would knock the top of 
his head off; Mike went out, when the blow 
was struck and the pistol went ofl. 
Cross-Examined—I was playing at cards 
when they came; when Underhill asked for 
the beer Mike refused to give him the beer be­ 
cause George was drtinkj didn’t notice Mike 
taking ofl his coat and banging it up; George 
a3ked why he didn’t give the beer, when Mike 
said he was druuk enough; Lawless could not 
get in the alley-way without going in the 
backyard; I remained in the saloon until it 
was all over; I saw when the blow came the 
pistol went off; Lawless was down and 
George over him; I didn’t know what pistol 
it was I heard the report of; the pistol might 
have been in Ireland for all I know; I talked 
with Lawless this morning; don’t know what 
I said to him. 
Frank Bishop—Was at Lawless’ saloon; 
saw Freligh there; I sat at the card table play­ 
ing forty-fives; Mrs. Taylor came in the3aloon; 
she whispered to him, and afterwards told 
Mike that Freligh might shoot him; Freligh 
came in soon after and called for a glass of 
beer; Mike said he lmd enough, when Fre­ 
ligh said lie would have it, or something to 
that effect; Mike got up then and threw his 
coat on the counter, aud said “ Why did you 
call names, sons of bitches, Ac., across the 
street;” after this they had the fight; after Fre­ 
ligh got out of the saloon he called Lawless 
nam es; finally Mike went out, when Freligh 
knocked him down and the pistol went ofl. 
Cross-Examined—I talked with Lawless 
this morning; I was a sort of patrou of Law­ 
less’ cellar, and often went in there; had been 
drinking some that day; can’t say how much; 
been in the habit of going in there with Ken­ 
ny; dou’t know what she said when she whis­ 
pered to him; after that I hoard her say lie 
must look out, or Freligh would shoot him; I 
am 19 years old now; was 18 at that time; 
then I lived with my father; didn’t see Freligh 
have any pistol. 
J ulia Taylor sworn—Am wife of John 
Taylor, and sister of Michael Lawless; I kuow 
Freligh; have known him for the last 23 
years; about four days previous to this I 
heard a groat noise down stairs; my husband 
stood at the counter when Freligh stood hold­ 
ing a ¡.pistol at my husband’s head; I said, 
“ Do you moan to shoot my husband?”and lie 
said, “ No, I mean to use this to shoot Mike 
Lawless with;” I slipped out, went over to 
my brother’s aud told him; ou the day of tho 
occurrence Freligh was making a noise down 
stairs and I told him t) go away; I dragged 
my finger-nails most ofl to get me iu the 
kitchen; at that time he had a pistol aud said 
he would lake the life of Mike Lawless; he 
was quarreling the biggest part of the day iu 
my house; I heard him say to my husband, 
“ I’ll take your d—d Dutch heart out; I ran 
Freligh out of doors; lie then went and sat 
on the end of my fish market; my husband 
didn’t dare go out; I passed out and went 
over to Lawless’ house, and told him to keep 
an eye on my bouse as Freligh was there; 
that lie (Lawless) must not come over as 
Freligh meant to shoot him; when I came out 
of the saloon Freligh 3aid, “ Here comes the 
d—d Irish bitch, I’ll kick the big belly ofl her.” 
Cross-Examined—I did hear the shooting; 
saw Freligh come out of the saloon; ho used 
very improper language; I walked up from 
my door to see what the consequence would 
be; Mike opened the door and threw the hat 
out; lie came three times to the door and 
ordered hint away; I saw Mike come out of a 
side door; when about six feet from Freligh 
Mike ordered him ofl'; Freligh made a jump 
at him and knocked him down; then it was 
the pistol went ofl; Freligh jumped up and 
ran; Mike followed; 1 did not throw a stone 
at Freligh; I saw when both ran so good, 
much harm could be done; the pistol Freligh 
showed me was a long pistol; I never sent 
oranges,lemons or anything to Freligh; don't 
know whether Freligh spent anything in my 
house that morning or not; saw him drink 
cider and beer; I should think Freligh was 
either drunk or crazy on the day of the shoot­ 
ing; be did not have a pistol with him in the 
afternoon; since tho affray he has been to my 
place a couple of times. 
A lexander U n d er h ill testified that Fre­ 
ligh came in Taylor’s saloon and flourished 
the pistol over the boy’s head, and said he 
would take hi j uncle's life; he told me several 
times lie would take llie life of Lawless. 
Cross-Examined—I had a conversation 
with Lawless this morning; don’t remember 
what I said to him; I have ofteu been out on 
sprees with Freligh; he had a double-barreled 
pistol once, aud in shooting at a mark came 
Bear shooting me; both barrels would go ofl 
at once. 
E dward Cole testified—Before the shoot­ 
ing affray I heard Freligh say this pistol was a 
two-barrel; he had both barrels cocked and 
pointed at my breast; said he meant to take 
the life of Michael L. Lawless; it was a dou­ 
ble-barreled pistol. 
Cross-Examined—I have uot worked at 
anything since last July; I formerly worked 
for Taylor; can’t tell when this conversation 
about the pistol took place; Freligh had been 
drinking that morning; it wa3 a long time 
ago and it has partially passed out of iny 
memory. 
Mart G allagher testified that one clay 
Freligh wanted to shoot Lawless, and didn’t 
shoot him because the pistol was rusty; he oc­ 
cupied one part of my house, the reason I 
heard it; don’t know when it was. 
('ross-Ecantíned—l lmve gone by the name 
of Mrs. Newkirk; lived with a man by the 
name of Newkirk; was nefer married to him; 
my n a m e is Gallagher now; Newkirk had a 
wife at the time I lived with him; he didn’t 
live with his wife. 
W innie M urphy testified to the threats made 
against Mike Lawless by Freligli; that he said 
lie would show Mike Lawless what be could 
do. At the time he was talking about Tay­ 
lor. 
J ohn Bright teslified—Freligh had a two- 
barreled pistol,and said, “this is the thing that 
will fetch that two dollars.” Witucs3 then 
walked out; he heard he had been cleaning a 
cistern of Lawless, and Lawless owed him $2. 
J ohn T aylor, brother-in-law of Lawless 
testified—Freligh came in his place with a 
two-barreled pistol, and said he wanted to kill 
MikqLawless; that he put the pistol around 
witness’ face; when Lawless ran after Freligli 
I couldu’t swear whether I struck him or not. 
Cross-Examined— Freligh has sued me in 
the Supreme Court for striking him; I went 
over and saw George and took some orauges 
with me; bo had frequented my place a num­ 
ber of years; the day of the occurrence I 
didn't see anything of a pistol in the hands of 
Froligb. 
C harles P almer testified that be saw Fre­ 
ligh near the butcher shop using hard lan­ 
guage; Freligh was quite drunk at the time. 
Lew is Underhill testified iu regard to the 
threats of Freligh in Taylor’s saloon. 
Cross-Examined—I know Mary L. Brady. 
Mr. Fowler asked him if be had ever told 
Mary Brady that he kuew nothing about the 
case, when witness became very much con­ 
fused, and said “ What has that to do with 
the case?” Finally the Judge told him he 
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must answer or go iu jail, when ho said “No.” 
lie further testified he had told John Lynch 
he knew nothing about the case. Witness 
said be-was iu the habit of getting drunk and 
being in company with Lawless. 
* Counsel for the prosecution offered to show 
that-thU witness, at the solicitation of Law­ 
less, htd cut the inane and tail ofl the horse 
of Wm, V. V. Phelps. It wa3 objected to and 
ruled out. 
The defence then rested their case. 
The prosecution recalled H enry C. T urck. 
—When Lawless shot the first time he stood 
up on his feet; the pistol did not go off when 
Uc fell. 
I ra P ultz called aud sworn—Am a cooper 
by trade; saw the first of the shooting; when 
the fir3t shot was fired Lawless wa3 standing 
np facing Freligh. 
Cross-Examined—At the time the shot was 
fired I was at the window watching them. 
The case was then closed, when F. L. 
Westbrook summed up for llie defence and 
Charles A. Fowler for the prosecution. 
In the summing up both counsel did extra­ 
ordinarily well and made powerful aud impres­ 
sive speeches, occupying in all nearly five 
hours. The Judge then charged the jury,when 
they retired. 
No. 91, Rachel Jane Harp vs. Auraham 
Hess, was tbeu taken up and tried. This is 
an actiou brought for slandering the plaintiff. 
The attorneys are A. Schoonmaker, Jr., for 
plaintiff and D. W. Sparling for defendant; 
Wm. Lounsbery of counsel for defendant. 
Defendant is a boatman, making bis residence 
in the town of Gardiner, where it is charged 
he said the plaintiff was a d—d w—e; that he 
could prove it, and that Ben Atkins had her 
to New York and there had connection with 
her. Defendant in his answer says that Ben 
Atkins told him this, and that supposing it to 
be true he repeated it without any malicious 
intent. 
In the case of The People vs. Lawless the 
jury returned the following verdict: “ We, 
the jury, find the prisoner guilty of firing a 
pistol with the intent of doing great bodily 
harm.” 
Au order was made by the Court that the 
Clerk draw twenty-four additional jurors from 
the box to attend and serve as jurors on the 
15th day of June at 2 o’clock p. m. This is for 
the purpose of trying a number of criminal 
cases next week. 
In the case of Harp vs. Hess the plaintiff 
rested, wben the case was adjourned until 
Saturday morning at 8 o’clock. 
Lawless will probably not be sentenced this 
week. He will be tried next Monday for 
burglary, for cutering the house of Doralliy 
Decker in company with auother burglar, 
and attempting to rob her. Dorathy Decker 
resides near Marlin’s Hotel, and Lawless 
broke open the door in the night time some­ 
time during 1873. She jumped out of bed, 
when he said, “I am the devil.” She said “ I 
know you are,’’and immediately grappled with 
him. After a severe tussel, she being a 
large stout woman, lie mauaged to throw her 
on the floor, aud jumped on her, standing on 
her while his companion searched the house. 
It seems the lady had been paid a consider­ 
able amount of money, which Lawless sup­ 
posed she had in tho house. No money was 
found. Lawless will be fully identified, as the 
lady was well acquainted with him. 


Violence in Suugcrtics 
Last Saturday evening, at about half-past 
nine, a young lady while on her way home 
from the south side of the creek, and when 
about opposite the residence of Mr. Simpson 
on Bridge street, was attacked by some un 
known scoundrel, who caught her by the 
throat and attempted to throw her down. 
Her screams drew the attention of Mr. Van 
Etten of the Franklin House, who caught up 
his revolver and rushed out to her assistance, 
when the villain fled. The young lady being 
of a very nervous tempcramcut the fright near­ 
ly killed her. 
She lay iu spasms all day 
Sunday. 
This is not the only case of the kind which 
has occurred iu about the same locality within 
the last week or two. Only a night or two 
ago the wife of a young gentleman down 
town was attacked iu about the same man­ 
ner, but her screams frightened her assailant 
from his nefarious purpose, as in the former 
case. After arriving at home it was some 
time before she could speak,she was so fright 
cnod. As soon as she could, however, she 
related the circumstances to her husband, 
who, quite naturally, became very much ex­ 
cited in turn. He caught up his hat aud 
rushed out of tho house in search of the 
scoundrel. Coming across an individual who 
answered his wife’s description pretty well 
and who couldu’t give a satisfactory account 
of his whereabouts during the time of the 
afiair, he pitched into him—giving him a 
sound thrashiug. 
This same individual is 
strongly suspected of being the perpetrator of 
the other attacks, of which there have been 
several. 


The Truth, of It. 
There being many persons in this city who 
take a friendly iuterest in the Troy Steamboat 
Company, from the fact that three former 
Rondouters, and good men all of them, 
Messrs. Cornell, Abrams and Horton, are 
stockholders in the line, they will be pleased 
to learn that Captain Faruham, the President 
of the Company, informed a Freeman report 
er on Friday morning that the account of the 
accident to the Sunnyside at Troy on Thurs 
day evening was much exaggerated. The 
damage to the steamer will not exceed $500, 
if it will reach that sum, and the man who, it 
was said, was a hand on the boat and would 
probably die from the effects of iuhalins 
steam, was a stowaway who was intoxicated 
and was found stupified from rum, lying on 
some bales of wool after the accident.
